MINING MONOPOLISTS AND THEIR 
DEFENDERS. 



There is no causo so bad, none so absunl, 
but it will find its advocates. The whole 
history of the world is full of examples ol 
this. It was not oonfiaed lo the. i! ays ol 
ignorance and baibarism. " Modern days —Hip 
yery country in which we live havo their 
dreamera, their visionaries, and their schemers. 
Between Itnaves and fools, iho sensible portion 
of Iho human ruce has ever had enough to do 
to keep on the even tenor of t!ioir way 
tbrough^hh'strWnnBrysphere. They are over 
oocupie(l7'fa*^'obiDabdt{dg falac principles, and 
•ndearourine to prevent them being adopted as 
trdel Arc the questions, polities, (ben all the 
shades of advocacy range themselves under 
some prominent cries. Radicals, Keforniers, 
Liberals, Moderates, Conservatives, Tories, 
Tojiils, and what not, are convenient names 
to cover the true and the false. Is it religion, 
it's pretty mach the samo, and soon with other 
matters of human interest. The man of 
common sense does not trust to names. To 
him the Conservative and the Radical are 
alike. 80 long as the partioular principle or 
circumstance claiming his attontinn ia con 
terned. He is equally on his guard against vain 
and impaotieal theorists who imagine 'they 
are the heralds' bra aeW ero,and! ibVobatinate 
Btieyjer' for antiquated ideas miirely because 
they are ancient. These Oolonies have suf- 
fered from both extremes. Wo have had 
those who havo maved too fast as well as 
thoso who have declined to move at all. The 
presence of some olij :ulionablc onactinonis 
on our statute books are the traces left of tho 
one, whilst the want of many useful laws 
shows what we have sufTiireJ from the other. 
Nor is the reigo of suoh things past. \Vo 
have it to'day as vfc have bad it fur tho past 
three years ; but we a?a happy lo say wb 
no.f havo als) a sound piiljlio opinion to re- 
strain the one extremo withiu reasuiiable 
boi}nd3,,a}jd,;iticite,4h9 piy .to healthy ex- 
ertion. _ The-mining^lftwa of' thei ■ neighbor- 
ing Colony are at 'preaeat ' the topic upoo 
which that public opihibn is being brought 
to bear. A chan^^e of these laws' h called 
for. No one denies tho urgouoy'i of this 
But Iho public whilst ailmitting the necessity 
for something being done, poroeive at the 
same time how requisite it is to avoid rush- 
inir,bllndtoldMioto.,legialat!oa that, would ac- 
cording to present appearances, throw tho 
country back for years. With the experience 
of Califoniia and Australia, they arc not 
likely to initiate in British Columbia, an c.x- 
peiiinent which cannot fail to benefit tho 
monopoly of capital at the expense of the 
hard working, ""independent miner. '^'Tha 
people of these Oolonies will not bo 
be^slonr to draw aside the mask nndec, which 
the specious advocates of mining specalatioDS 
sock to build up a bad causo. Tho "crotchets 
begotten in tho would-be philanthrophioal 
law-giver's brain," even though he come for- 
ward with the pompom pretensions of an 
"advooat.e of progress" wilt not be adopted to 
terTe<th'eipurposai oC the:few to the injury of 
tha)in1tti;i!KiWhil8t:aU!«ro trilling to give the 
nerobant apd^jtbose who^asiist the indusiri- 
ons miner with goods' and money to develope 
his claim, any and every reasonable 
security for tho advance bo makes, no man 
■who has had any experience in gold coun- 
tries, anil who at the same time is anxious to 
see British Columbia prosper, will go to the 
length of advocating free; trade., in mining 
claims. It has been found necessary in vari- 
ous new countries to place a bar on tho move 
mcnts of speculators in publiclands and to con- 
trol the operations of thj.so who were more 
anxious to liil their, own pockets than to sae 
the country settled. Those philanlhrophic in- 
dividuals are alwajWioupd .to ;be . very loud 
in their complaints. , about the ''special 
legislation" which militates ' against their 
scheming speciilations. '^The same class 
is to bo found in this country. Land 
grabbing has bsen tried hare, and 
not altogotlior without some degree of success. 
Tho pre-emption laws have prevented it 
somewhat, and now it is sought to operate in 
Cariboo; Will the mioets consent to it? 
will the 'miners consent to^ny'man holding 
an unlimited number of claims? will they 
beparlies to any law whijh will so change 
the eliaracter of mining property as to allow 
a parcel of greedy speculators to como in 
and mouopolizQ the country they have work- 
ed so hard to discover and develope ? AVill 
honest Horny hand consent, now that the 
country is opened by good roads a,nd packing 
done Bwayj that smirking Kid-6)bve shall 
become master in tho mines and reap the 
fruit of 80 much toil ! We cannot conceive 
that ha will. Speculators tried to do the 
same ihing in Califdrnia. but tho univor.sal 
voice of the miners refused it.. Again and 
again the law preventing. the holding of more 
than a limiled-nnmbe^ of claims was sought 
to be repeialedl-bat In vaio^'. And did Oali- 
foroia suflTer by iti Let bar present proud 
po.^ilion answer. And what was tho differ- 
ence bave in climate and its accoinpaniiiiHrits 
between the placer diggings of California 
and those of Cariiioo'i' Sulcmu wiseacres 
will toll you with tho most dogmatical air 
imaginable that 'there, is as muob difference 
between them as between the Wullsond Col- 
liery — wherever that is — and a gravel pit, 
AVe do not wonder at such individuals being 
disappointfid at not picking off tho lop of the 
ground huups of gold in Donald Fraser's 
" surface" diggings. 

' 'We have seen "placer'idiggihgs in Califor- 
nia over one hundred foot deep before gold 

was found, which is more than has yet been the 
case in Richfield. Equally deep, if not deep- 
er di),'gings of the snnie character havo 
been carried on in Australia, as any Austra- 
lian can bear testimony to. It is quite true, 
that in Australia and.Qalifofnia . projirisions 
were generally to ''ba''had arreasotiabte 
prioeBi^^jtfhBtiwill.no.doubt henceforth be the 
oii8e''lffuSfffioo». .In Australia, as well as in 
California, there !y;a8 nosuch thing as making 
''jcal estate" of alluvial diggings, at least 
until llicy became in a measure worked oul. 
.Iuin[)ing f-upeniunierary claims took place 
there as well na in California and Cariboo. 
Having men tho experience of those, the two 
greatest mining countries of the world, beloro 
iis, are wo, merely to \'obligo a fow specula- 
tors,' and to carry btiV the whims of some ver- 
dant advocates of progress, going to abandon 
principles that havo been found to work so 
well elsewhere. They will toll us that the 
danger of capitalists getting foothold in 
Cariboo is imaginary. In a small country 
snoh as that district, any one can see how 
easy it wonld be to acquire possession of 
''Bvcry paying claim. The mero restriction 
of requiring thorn .to bo worked, would be 
no hindranoo, as 'twould only bo carrying 
out the owner's inleniions. Wo are 
told that tboro is no danger of 
Ibei oountrjr beiflg>i07er«an by Chinese 



laborers, to the exclunion ol the whites, 
The example of California is quoted. Tho 
"advocates ^if prugrois" are rather unfor- 
tunate in their comparisons. Chinamen 
never superseded white labor in those mines 
to any groat extent, for the simple reason 
that the miners bad the good sen^e never to 
submit to the monopoly of capitalists. The 
latter were kept out of the placer mines. 
Cveo if this were Lot so, tho tida of white 
population has always been much greater 
to California than it will be tojtbese colonies. 
Here the Chinese mining population is now 
little less than that 'o^ thej '\^lteB, and were 
low wages oSere^ would shortly outnumber 
the latter. British Columbia is not tho coun- 
try where wliito men will live on Chinamen's 
wages. So that there is danger ol the coun- 
try being abandoned to Chinamen and 
oapilaliats. . . ; . . . t. 

The Ddvoostesof tho speculators pntibttb 
in support of free trade in mining claims. 
The specious" pretensions of enabling mer- 
chants and persons making advances to 
miners, to get some security for repayment. 
A more clumsy aiteinpt to blind llie pub- 
lic to the perpelration of a wrong wo havo 
seldom witnessed. A good lien law woukl 
serve ull the purpose required". The principle 
thing required to -make it work in harmony 
I with the limited claim' law would bo to sec 
that the lien iu case of forfeiture was dis - 
cliargod by sale instead of foreclo.sure. A 
well qualified lawyer would settle a law f l r 
the purpose without any dililculty. 

Tiie most amusing- part played by 
the monopolist party is tlieir virtuous 
anxiety for having laws mado on 
"broadly recognized legitimate principles" 
instead of '' spooiiil legislation," as they call 
it. Why are they not consistent. It seems 
to them fiuprouiely ridiculous to havo a 
special lien law at Cariboo which from dif- 
ferenci of circumstances would not bo ap- 
plicable in an older and more thickly 
populated oommunity. Advocatidg theoas 
they do that every owner of the mining " real 
estate" that is lo bo, shall do eight hours work 
on his property every day, why don't thoy in- 
.si.st upon owners of real estate in the lower 
ounlrv being compelled to act in a like 
nianner. Why ia not the owner of every 
unvn lot bound to do his day's work in it. 
Why should not every old woman owing a 
cabbage garden and every M. P. P. holding 
.subnrlnui fifty aero lots bo compelled to lairly 
\.ork ''eight hour.s every lawful ilay, wiralliLT 
pi'rinitlitii;," under penally ot having the lot 
" jump d." What an indii.sh-ious hive we 
would bo under the broadly recognized legi- 
timate principles of legislation introduced by 
our Viclprian Lycurgus.

tha coniposiiion of a man who knows nothicg 
about his subject, that I feel" Obliged to class 
him with a genlleinun who came up from 
Victoria a .short time ago, nnd, after inspect- 
ing ino.sl ol tho erO[is, found himself convinced 
(in spiti) of n previously funned opinion to the 
contrary) thai tho land wns worthless; deter 
mined, "however, not to admit his error, he re- 
marlanl, with great gravity, "If this land 
wero well u-orlccd to a )/ooil dcplh, and a 
iiqlicicnl ijuantili/ of snitiihle manure added, 
it might be mada to produce excellent pens, 
and perhaps barley 1" Very encouraging 
this, when our neighbors over the bay are 
raising splendid crops withoat any manure 
whatever, and Ijiere ar.e upwards of a thousand 
acres ol rich laud in the Oowiohan Valley loft 
perfectiv useless under the narca of Indian 
lieserve" It you find this worth inserting you 
will oblige.

Agricultural Notes for the Britlah Colo- 
nist 

Editor British Colonist.— There is no 
lime of the year'lhat tho farmer so aiucarely 
wishes for fine di-y wealhei: as ,thot which 
brings to a consummation the greater part of 

bis year's labor, care and anxiety, viz., tho 
Harvest. I'ropitious weattier for the cutting, 
maturing and ingathering of grain crops from 
tha Uelda to the stackyard, is n heavenly 
boon that cannot ha over estimated by all 
who have grain crops to be preserved, and 1 
must say that never before have I seen more 
favorable weather for the successful prosecu- 
tion of harvest operations than that experi- 
enced in this locality during the last few 
weeks. When crops are removed from the 
tiLlds and safely deposited in ;iie stackyard 
protected from the severity ot the coining 
winter by thatch and rope, the farmer gener- 
ally feels easy and can look forward with 
calm deliberation to the.aatumnaljaDd wjater 
operations, os matters that will afford him 
useful and agreeable employmont, there be- 
ing none of the risks or responsibilities of the 
harvest nltaehed to them, yet nil reriuirirg 
diligence, perseverance and attention, to 
push each department through in its proper 
season and in a proper manner. When Imr- 
vest is past, in tha ordinary routine of tillage 
husbandry, amongst iho first tilings rccpiiring 
to be done ore the ploughing of slnbble laud, 
tho raising of the potato crop, nnd the prepa- 
ration of land for fall wheat or other winter 
sowings. The farming should be done.ia a 
bold efleolive manner, Care ,bejDgiiakon to 
bury as much of tho stubble, grass or weeds 
as possible, so that their decomposition may 
bo facilitated, and should bo finished jujl as. 
soon as circumstances will allow, so that the 
land may get the full benefit of the winter's 
inlluoueeif. 

The taking up of the potato crop ii gen- 
eriiUy a short job ; the sides and bottom of 
tho drills being widely cut with the plough, 
or drill grubber, the body of the drill is easily 
turned over by the plough, when the polatos 
visible are gathered. The harrow then being 
put over the ground brings up all that remain 
fiom Iho first pickipg. It is a great matter 
to have potatos dry when they are stored 
lu cither pits or cellars for tha purpose. The 
pr'-nJ'!i''on of laud for the »ci cption of win- 
ter '.r !■ i H-heat, v.;iie« .v.-,-,,':iug to tho way 
i;i will ;i' . .u-,^,:t."i to be covered- 

If land . H.-u a crop of potalns has 

lii'cn n-air ^ I i '0 be sown with \/beat, the 
most e.xnc>.,i,io'.! v(ay i-", when tho Burface 
has been freed from weeds. Ac, to mark olT 
the laud in 18 or 21 feet riilges, sow the seed 
on tho surface and plough it iu, with a light 
furrow, Buisbing with a double turn of the 
harrow. This is a good uiolhod in light soils 
Or another, which is a very common plan, to 
plough the t'fo"'"' ''''h ^ S"""! ''eoP fufow, 
packing the podi, tight together. ^ When 
finished, sow the seed, and cover>^ wUu the 
barrow. 

There is another mode which is in every 
way profernblo (where the land is dry), to 
either of the above; it is called ribbing or 
drilling ; the land rerpiires to be v-nry well 
tilk'il and free from lumps or soils, the com- 
mon plough divested of the " mould board," 
makes a good job. In coninienciiig to drill a 
field a ligiit furrow is opened (by ono horse, 
which is snllioiciit thronghijut), the plough 
goes hack on tlie other side, and thoro is a 
continual phuighing od' till Iho field is finish- 
ed ; the drills should be mada about -l inches 
deep and (rem 7 inches to 10 inches apart ; 
for spring sowing thia plat; is highly esteemed 
and is peenliiuiy adapted for lands that are 
huiiig sown ilown with clover- and 'grass seed 
for pi.-rnianont pasture or CVetV to carry out 
the rotation ; diore not being a single furrow 
in a field tliau is properly dulled. Grain will 
be more evenly coveretl from the harrowing 
itown of ilrills than nny other Hyslem save 
the " niachi:u! ;■' besides drilled ground re- 
(|iiircs less seed by a bushel than any other 
modo of covering.

Fort 
Wagner was covered with bursting shells, 
and enveloped in sthoke and dust, but the 
rebels stood by their guns With the greatest 
steadiness. Uur trenches wero gloaming 
with tha fitful fires of exploding shells, 
accompanied witti their sulphurous fi.iaii:, 
and alive with whistling solid sImI and l!io 
hum of shells and shrieks of rille projcelil-M, 
and all that variety of strange sounds that 
procood from a hundred Hying ini-siles. 'I'ne 
work in our trenches was neecssarily .■nhiclc^-n- 
ed, as our men found It e.-ijeiitial to their 
safety to take to cover very Irequeiitly; 

This thundering cannonade continued an 
hour or more, when tho new Iron-'iileH hoi u- 
ed her anohor'and moved maje tically to her 
old poiltion off Wagner, whore she anchored 
and broiigbt her port broadside to bear on the 
rebel work. In a moment she Bred a shot 
from her rifio gun forward, ond getting tin- 
range, let ily a broadsido nt the front from 
her 200-ponnil rifies nnd ll-inch guns. Her 
fire thus opened, continneil with steailiness 
anil accuracy. The ullect was fnon mani- 
fest. The rebel's guns ono alter anolliei- 
became eiloncod, until finally only an oc 
casional shot from the 10-inch Coluinbiad at 
tha noble frigate, indicated the hict thai the 
fort was still occupied. Snrnter fired soni.> 
spiteful shots at the Inuisides, but did nol 
strike her. The rebel fire from Port Wagner 
being subdued, the Ironsides ceased shelling, 
and about noon all was again silent save an 
occasional shell from Port Johnson, which 
did no damugo. We suffered no oasualtics 
during the day. It Is not known, of course, 
that the enemy lost any men, but it is not 
improbable that tbey.did, from the Iroosides' 
fire. 

Governor Seymour, under dalo Albany, 
August 3rd, writes to the I'resitlent with re- 
spect tothe draft in Xow Y'ork and Brooklyn. 
Ho condemns the course of the Provost 
Marshal, in commencing the draft witlin i' 
consultation with tho city or Htata oliicei ■ 
at a time when the militia were a'.jsent at t ' , 
ssat of war, and while there wero nol oven 
soldiers enough to man the fortifications. The 
Governor complains of the unfairness of tho 
enrolment, end thinks that in this lottery of 
human life, as ko terms it, there should be 
strict impartiality. In the rural districts the 
draft has been executed with juslico, and the 
conscripts have acoeptoil tiicir late wdthonl a 
single murmur, and even sometimes joyfully .' 
Chore are districts in Now 'I'ork, howovei-, 
with a population much less than the num- 
ber to be drafted, und in some cases only 
double that. In the former was the attack on 
the onrulliog oflicois, wIiIlIi .'^iibsefinonily 
grew into the most desltuctive riot known in 
the history of tho country. He pronnnnecs 
it (the manner in which tho draft has been 
apportioned] unjustifiable. 

Speaking further of the riots in Now York, 
he says that the disregard for law and thodis- 
respect for judicial tribunals had produced 
their [natural] results of robbery aud orsou, 
accompanied by murderous outrages on a 
helpless raco ; and for a time the very ex- 
istence of the commercial motroiiolis of our 
country was threatened. It is gratifyiui,' that 
the citizens of New York were utile, without 
material aiil from tho Slate or nation, to put 
lown this dangerous insurrection, lor at that 
very tiiua tha nation did not have tho nuMus 
to protect its own arsenal and navy vard. 
10,000 men could have siii/.ed them all, and 
the J used the armaraoiits for the <Ustrnc;ion 
pf sfiipping and the city ilseli', to .say nothing 
of the vessels iWhieh were at tliat time engaged 
in burning our merchant ships 'iilniust within 
sight of oof coast.
